Capacity Audience Hears 'Aida 1 
At El Camino College Auditorium

Last Sunday afternoon a far into the first rank of op- capacity audience of more 
than 1000 listeners heard 
Maestro Elyse Aehle bring
the glory of ancient Egypt 
to Redondo Auditorium. Her 
dexterous baton and her in­ 
spired interpretation of Ver­ 
di's masterpiece welded the 
huge orchestra, six soloists, a 
narrator and the chorus into 
a whole which held the audi­ 
ence spellbound frorti the 
opening pianissimo to the 
the ethereal, tragic ending.

This was no amateur per­ 
formance. The soloists and 
orchestra members who were 
guided to such success by 
by Maestro Aehle were pro­ 
fessionals, experienced in 
performance. All the soloists 
were singers of note and 
many of Los Angeles' most 
prominent instrumentalists 
could be recognized among 
the orchestra players. Tor- 
ranee nnd the South Bay can 
boast that the whole produc­ 
tion surpassed many "profes­ 
sional" offerings in size and 
quality.

The El Camino Chorus un­ 
der professor Crist Mikkelsen 
were skillfuly trained, sing­ 
ing their intricate parts with 
accuracy and fine tone. The 
solo part of the high priest­ 
ess, sung by Margaret Drum 
mond, was very effective.

Stella Herman as "Aida" 
roused the audience to en­ 
thusiasm, especially with the 
aria "Qui Radames," which 
is famous as being the most 
demanding in all opera. She 
sang with a voice of sweet, 
lyric quality, which also pos­ 
sesses the power to soar 
above the whole cast, chorus 
and orchestra in magnificent 
fortissimo. Her emotional ap­ 
peal was great, costume and 
iction enhancing her natural | 
 harm.

Wanda Karos was the best 
'Anmeris" we have been 
privileged to hear. Her vi- 
jrant, t r u e mezzo-soprano 
tones and her complete mas­ 
tery of t h e part combined 
with her great beauty to 
make a memorable perform­ 
ance.

Ramfis, too, was well cast, 
as sung by Lyle Heck-. Mr. 
Heck has made great strides 
forward since he was heard 
in "Faust" a year ago. Here 
is a basso whose deep and 
resonant tones, always clear 
intonation, and gill for rluir- 
tcterization should carry him

John Hudnall showed a

magnificent, powerful tenor 
voice in the role of "Rha- 
James," But he did not seem 
quite at home in the part and 
many splendid qualities of in­ 
terpretation were lacking. 
The baritone, Allesandro 
Sperdi, was most imposing 
and handsome in his costume 
of the Pharoah. He made so 
much of his short role that 
many expressed a desire to 
hear more of his fine voice. 
Enrico Porta, as "Amonasre" 
too had all too little to sing. 
He made a terrific hit with 
his powerful voice, convinc­ 
ing portrayal and authentic 
costume.

A narration, dramatically 
powerful, by the well-known 
actress Maxine Dessau, gave 
descriptions of scenes an,ri ae 
tion. This was very helpfu 
to those not familiar witl 
Italian and added much to 
the enjoyment of the whole
